Fear-Inspired 


Snacism, so far, has been o 
fcav-inspireg reaction to the 
ren! or fancied threat of Com- 
muniam, revolution, and chaos, 

lt in born when' a sufficiently 
powerful group of men begin to 
feel that democracy fs too gentle 
and tolerant to meet the threat 
—that strong and ruthless mea- 
sures are necessary. 

Communism has captured the 
most extreme Left-Wing-. poli- 
tical position avatlable. Noth- 
ing could be Lefter. Therefore, 
it is supporteg by the poorest, 
neediest, bitterest and moat un- 
successful members of the po- 
pulation. 

Fascism, as oan insurance 
against Communism, inevitably 
stands a little farther to the 
Right. It is supported by those 
who foresce chaos and disaster 
in rule by the poorest and most 
unauceesaful ; supported, in 
fact, by the richer and more 
successful—by the people who 
have more to lore, 

So, in theory, Communism is 
liable to be dictatorship by the 
Left-hand half of the country, 
and Fasclam dictatorship by 
the Right-hand half. But the 
ingredient of totalitarianism is 
common to both,
